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MARRIAGE, D!VORCE, WIDOWHOOD, AND REMARRIAGE BY 
FAMILY CHArXcTERISTICS: JUNE 1975 



INTRODUCTION 

This is the second of two reports on the marital 
history of men and women in the United States 
' based on data collected through the Current Popu- 
lation Survey in June 1975 by the U.S. Bureau of 
the Census. The first report, Series P-20, No. 297, 
was entitled "Number, Timing, and Duration of 
Marriages and Divorces in the United States: 
June 1975." The survey results in the first report 
featured marital patterns of adults without respect 
to the presence of other family members. In this 
second repoft, the results feature the relation be- 
tween the marital histories of husbands and wives 
or between marital events of mothers and charac- 
teristics of their children. 

^ 'Information in the next two sections of this 
report brings out differences in marital patterns 
according to educational level and family income. 
Later sections show how divorce (or widowhood) 
and remarriage are related to the number of children 
th6,woman has borne and the age-^at which she be- 
came divorced ^^(or widowed). ^Another section 
throws light on the question of whether parents who 
contemplate divorce tend to dWer such a step until 
their youngest child approache^s maturity. The final 
section updates the^BureauV statistics on living 
arrangements of children, in pariicular the nun^ber 
JiiOagf with parent^ who are still in tHeir first 
nnarriage. ,

NUMBER OF TIMES HUSBAND AND WIFE 
HAVE BEEN MARRIED 

About four of every five couples are in their 
first marriage. Information on the number of times 
the husband and the wife had been married was ob 
tained in the June 1975 Current Population Survey 
^ for the 99 percent of all married couples who were 
maintaining their own household (table a). Anipiig 



these couples/ the vast majority, 79 percent, of both 
the husbands and wives had been iparried only once. 
In 1970, 80 percent of all married couples consisted 
of husbands and w: es still living together in their 
first marriage, according to table 28 in the 1970 
census report, PC{2)4A, Family Composition. 
Among Black couples in 1975, 71 percent of both 
the husbands and wives had been married only once; 
th^ comparable figure for White couples and couples 
of Spanish origin was 80 percent. In about 1 couple 
in every 7 (14 percent), one of the spouses had been 
inarried more often than the other. 

Spouses in the middle range oIf adulthood are even 
more likely than elderly persons to have been 
divotTced. The proportion of couples with both of 
t^e spouses married twice after the first marriage of 
the husband and that of the wife had ended in di- 
\|orce was 4 percent in 1975. This proportion varied 

Jmong couples with 'the husband in three broad age 
roups as follows: 3 percent for couples with the- 
usband under 35 years of age, 5 percent for those 
vi/ith the husband 35 to 54, and 4 percent for those 
vifith the husband 55 to 75 years oJd. Accordingly, 
tne couples with the husband in the middle age 
riange had already experienced as much joint re- 
rjiarriage after the first marriage was terminated in 
divorce as that for couples with 20 more years of 
exposure to the possibility of divorce and remarriage, 
because of the current and prospective high levels 

f divorce, the younger couples can b^-£xp^fed i 

eventually to exceed substantially the 4-percerit 
level of joint remarriage after divorce that has ^ 
'already been recorded for the oldest group of 
fcouples. (No information is available on- the pro- 
I portion of couples who marry each other for a 
second time after their previous marriage ended in 
divorce.) ^ ' 
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College-graduate couples most often have stable 
marriages. Fully 85 percent of the college-graduate 
couples with the husband 35 to 54 years old in 1975 
reportftd that both the husband and the wife vvere 
still in their first marriage {table B). This figure is 
higher than the 80^ percent of couples who had 
graduated from high school but had not gone on to 
college and the 71 percent of couples who had not 
graduated from high school. Further evidence of the 
above-average stability of the marriages of college- 
graduate couples is found in their relatively small

To illus- 
trate, only 3 percent of the couples consisting of 
^^^Ijusb^nds and wives who were college graduates had 
J2Z!!j^Bf§h married twice, with their first marriages {pre- 
sumably nearly always to a different person) having 
beec dissolved by divorce; whereas the correspond- 
ing proportion for Sobples with neither the husband 
nor th(B wffe graduated from highr school was 6 
percent. 

Couples with high incomes most of^ have stable 
marriages. Aboi^t 83 percent of the couples with 
^ the husband 35 to 54 years old in 1975 and with 
. . family income of $20,000 or more in 1974 reported 
> ' that both the husband and the wife were still in 
their first marriage. Comparable figures were 78 
percent for couples with family income of $10,000 
to $19,999 and 72 percent for those with less than 
$10,000. 

MARITAL HISTORY AND LEVEL OF 
EDUCATION \ 

Historically, social scientists have found level of 
education (shown in this report in terms of years 
' of school completed by the sun/ey date) to be a 
^sefiil explanatory variable for analyzing differing 

icERJC ^ . 



patterns of behavior.. This variable is a convenient 
indicator of social and economic status because it 
is highly correlated with level of income and occu- 
pation; that is, high levels of education are usually 
associated With , high status occupations and with 
high income levels. The data featured in tables C 
to G show educational level in relation to marital 
status for men and women 35 \o 54 years old. 
Adults in this age range are old enough to have 
experienced most of their lifetime, marriages but 
young enough not to have entered old age. 

Singlehood and marital instability vary by educa- 
tional level Table C shows that persons 35 to 54 
with a very tow educational level (less than 5 years 
of school completedj were more likely than th<Ke 
with a higher number r^^ school years to have been 
stil! single in 4?75. Among women, however, the 
prdportiori single for those, with 5 or more years of 
college was nearly equal to that for women with 
fewer than 5 years of elementary school. 

Moreover, one cannot help but note the very 
high proportion of women with 5 or more years or 
college who were divorced, as compared with the 
relatively low proportion divorced for men with a 
comparable amount of education.

tional attainment has consistently shown an inver^ 
relationship with rnarital disruption for both, men 
and women. / . 

A comparison of the figures shown in tables D 
and E implies that separation as a form of marital 
disruption^ is more prevalent among persons'with a 
low level of education than among persons with a 
^relatively high level.

Qn the other ,hand, the incidence of marital 
stability as measured by reported marital status at 
the survey dafte tends currently to increase » the 
level of education incrisases. Thus, jt |s not sur- 
prising that the proportion of persons 35 0^54 
years old who were in an intact first marriage in 
1975 was higher for those with at least 1 year of 
college completed than for those with ^ewer, years, 
of school completed. Table F ishows that 77 jiercent 
of the men arid 70 percent of the Women vRth 
college experience were in an intact first mari^iage

Persons with 4 years of college are among the 
laiBst likely to become divorced during their lifetime. 
Table hLpresents some, illustrative projections /that 
^6w the proportions of men and women who may 
eventually end their first marriage in divorce, classi- 
.fied by their educational attainment level. The 
findings, are interpreted as showing the proportion 
of persons who may be expected to end their first 
mamagejn divorce before they reach 75 years of 
age, on the assumption that future divorce ex- 
perience will change by the same amount age for 
age ,3$ that between 1969 and 1974 for older 

- " pers(5hs with the same educational background. 

About one-third of all persons born in 194^ to 
^94? {in their late twenties in^, 1975) may expect to 
dissolve their first marriage by divorce, including 
,^ those whb have already done so. Variations around 
this level are noted among persons in the several 
educational levels. For example, the projections 
imply that close to 5 of every 10 women with a 
p^r^iial college education ntay eventually end their ^ 
first marriage In divorce, as compared with only 
, about 3 of every 10 men apd women with exactly 
4 yiMirs of college. Women with exactly 12 years of

school tend to have less likelihood of ending their 
first marriage in divorce than do women with 
fewer than 12 years*of school. 

AGE AT DIVORCE AND NUMBER OF 
CHILDREN 

Coverage of the data. The data presented in this 
seciion and in the following sections on divorce, 
widowhood, and remarriage are based on^a uniform, 
set of tabulations for worr^en 14 to 75 years old in- 
June 1975 who liad borne fewer than six children 

^ before divorce (or widowhood). Thil limitation ih 
scope was imposed because some of the tables in 
these sections include data on women cjassified by 
the ages of their children.at the tim^ of divorce or- 
widowhood, and the data 9f this .!i»ture were pbr.

Very few women 
whose divorce occurred before the age of 30 years 
vyere excluded for this reason,, probably fewier Ithari 
1 percent; rporeover, only"* about^S .percent of- 
wprriea wer rparried (and undoubtedly a far4srpailer 
proportion of the divorced wpirien) v\/ho were 45.

Divorce usually occurs to women under |30 years 
' of age. Close, to. two-thirds of all women in the 
Ljnited States in 1975 whose first marriage ended 
jn divorce pad become divorced before they reached 
their 30th birtlriday. Table I shows that 5.8 million 
(64 percent) of the 9.1 million wopien 14 to 75. 
years old whose first marriage was disrupted by 
divorce ''had become divorced before *they were 30 
years old. This proportion is relatively high, in view 
of the fact that or^ly about one*half of tlje women

Each of the three ethnic groups of children in- 
cludes a majority Ij^ng with two parents, even 
though some have a remarried father or mother or 
both, l^ii^s, 86 percent of the White children under 
18 live with a father and a mother; also, 69 percent 
of the Black children and 77 percent of the children 
of Spanish origin likewise live with two parents. 



The proporti^ of children under< 18 who live 
with a separatea or divorced mother is quite differ- 
ent amorifg the three ethnic groups. Only 8 percent 
of the White children, but 26 percent of the Black 
children and 14 percent of the children of Spanish 
origin, were living with a separated or divorced 
mother in 1975. 



CONCLUDING REMARKS 

This report generally confirm^ the existence of 
marital patterns that studer ts of the subject would 
expect to find. The chief va'ue of the study, there- 
fore, resides in the quantification of the patterns 
for the benofit of users for whom a difference^ be- 
tween a distinct relationship and a weak relationship 
among the relevant variables is important. As stated 
in the introduction, highlights of the findings are 
given in the topic sentences of the paragraphs of 
the several sections.

.Current population survey (CPS). The CPS esti- 

' mates in thisveport are based or> data obtained in 
June 3959 and June*1975. The monthly CPS deals 
mainly with labor force data for the civilian, nonin- 
stitutional population. Questions relating to labor 
force participation are asked about each member 14 

'years old and older in each sample household. In 
addition, supplementary questions were asked In 
June 1959 and 1975 about marital and fertility 
characteristics. ^ ^ ' / 

The present XPS "Sample was initially selected 
from the 1970 census file and is updated contin- 
uously to reflect new-construction where possible 
(see section, "Nortsampfing variability," below). 
Previous sample design^ used, as a base, the files 
from the census most recently completed at the 
time. 

The following^j^able provides a description of 
some aspects of the CPS sample designs in use dur- 
ing the referenced data-collection periods.

The .estimation procedure used for the monthly 
CPS datd involves the inflation of weighted sample 
results to mdejpendent estimates of the civilian non- 
institutional population of the United States, by 
age, r ace, and sex. These independent estimates were 
b^d on statistics from the decennial censuses; sta- 
tistics on births, deaths, immigration, and emigra- 
*^tlon; and statistics on the strength of the Armed 
Forces. 

Decennial cerfsus of population. Decennial census 
data for 1960 and 1970 in this report are based on 
5-percent samples. Descriptions of the samples can* 
be found in the appropriate census publications. 

Reliability of the estimates. Since the CPS esti- 
mates in this report were based on a sample, they 
fl^"' differ somewhat from the figures that would 



have been obtained if a complete census had been 
taken using the same schedules, instructions, and 
enumerators. There are twd types of errors possible 
in an estimate based on a sample survey-sampling 
and nonsampling. For estimates in this report, indi- 
cations of the magnitude of sampling error are pro- 
vided, but the extent of the nonsampling error is 
unknown. Consequently, particular care should be 
exercised in the interpretation of figures based on a 
relatively small number of cases or on small differ- 
ences between estimates. 

Nonsampling variability. As in any survey work, 
the results are subject to errors of response and non- 
reporting in addition to^ sampling variability. Non- 
sampling errors can be attributed to many sources, 
e.g., inability to obtain information about all cases 
in the sample, definitional difficulties, differences in 
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the interpretation of questions, inability or unvvill- 
^. ftighess to provide correct information on the part 
; " olF respondents, inability to recall informatior., mis- 
. ^es. made in collection such as in recording or 
^^,^qpdmg the data, mistakes made in processing the 
'data, mistakes made in estimating values for missing 
^ clata, and failure to represent all units with the 
'sample ^undercoverage). The approximate magni- 

tude--of two sources of undercoverage in CPS is 

khovOn and is described next. 

Aipproximately 600,000 conventional new con- 
tf*rtruction units were issued building permits prior to 
the 1970 census but building was jiot completed by 
the time of the census (i.e., April 1970); these units 
^ have no representation in the CPS sample. Conven- 
tional new.cohstruction, for which building permits 
were issued after the census, is, represented. In addi- 
tion to undercoverage of conventional new construc- 
tion,^ CPS misses at least 200,000 new mobile 
homes. These are missed because there is no syste- 
matic sampling pro'cedure to provide representation 
of mobile homes constructed since the 1970 census. 

Note: These estimates of missed units are relevant 
to the present sample only and not to earlier designs 
where the extent of undercoverage was generally 
• less. 

Sampling variability. The standard errors given in 
ther tables are primarily mea5ures of sampling vari 
ability, that is, of the variations" f t occur by 
chance because a sample rather than ie whole of 
the population was surveyed. As calculated, the 
standard error also partialjy measures the effect of 
certain response and enumeration errors, but it does 
not measure any systematic biases in the data. The 
chances are about 68 out of 100 that an estimate 
from the survey differs from a complete census fig- 
ure by less than the standard error. The chances are 
about 90 out of 100 that this difference would be 
less than 1.6 times the standard error, and about 95 
out of 100 that it would be less than twice the 
standard error. 

All statements of comparison appearing in the text 
are significant at a 1.6 standard error level or better, 
and most are significant at a level of more than 2.0 
standard errors. This means that for most differ- 
ences cited in the text, the estimated difference is 
greater than twice the standard error of the differ- 
ence. Statements of comparison qualified in some 
, way (e.g., by use of the phrase, "some evidence") 
have a teveJ of significance between 1.6 and 2.0 
standard "errors.

large standard errors involved, there is little chance 
that percentages would reveal useful information 
when computed on a snrialler base. Estimated num- 
bers are shown, however, ^even though the relative 
standard errors of these numbers are larger than 
those 'for corresponding percentages. These smaller 
estimates are provided primarily to permit such 
combinations of the categories as serve each user^s 
needs.

Standard errors for data based oh the d^n>)ial 
census. Sampling errors on alt dataJtom'tKe 5-per- 
cent samples of the 1960 and 15^70decennial cen- 
suses shown in this report argsmall enough to be 
disregarded. However, the/standard errors may be, 
found in the appropriate census volumes. 

Standard errors for data based on the CPS. Stand- 
ard error tables and their use. Instead of providing / 
individual standard error tables for each character- \ 
istic of interest, one generalized standard error table 
is provided for each^t of characteristics having 
nearly equal standard errors. As a result, the tables 
of standard errors provide an indication of the order 
of magnitude of the standard errors rather than the 
precise standard 'error for any specific item. Stand- 
ard errors for intermediate values not shown in the 
tables may be approximated by interpolation. The 
figures presented in tables A-1 through A-S provide 
approximations to standard errors of estimated 
numbers and estimated7)ercentages, by race. 

Illustration of the use of standard error' tables. 
Table B of this report shows that in June 1975 there 
were 18,317,000 husband-wife households with the 
husband aged 35 to 54 years. Table A-5 shows the 
standard error of an estimate of this size to be 
approximately 144,000. The chances are JBB 6ut of 
100 that the estimate would have been a figure 
differing from a complete census figure by less than 
144,000. The chances are 95 out of 100 that the 
estimate would have been a figure differing* from a 
complete census figure by less than 288,000 (twice 
the standard error). 

Households where the husband and wife had each 
been married once made.up 14,226,000 or 77.7 per- 
cent of the 18,317,000 husband-wife households. 
Table A-7 shov^/s the standard error of 77.7 percent 
on a base of 18,317,000 is approximately 0.4. Con 
sequently, the chances are 68 out of 100 that theT 
estimated 77.7 percent would be within 0.4 percent- 
age points of a complete census figure. Chances are 
95 out of 100 that the estimate would be within 0.8 
percentage points of a complete census figure, i.e., 
the 95-perGent confidence interval would be from 
76.9 to 78.5.
